Morris  Mills. 

To  The  Otizen[: 

Among  the  minor  industries  of  the 
Morris  Neighborhood  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  the  saw  mill  of  the  late  Albert 
Morris,  and  the  grist-mill  formerly  of  his 
brother,  James  Monis.  For  many  years 
these  two  mills  were  tlie  centre  of  much 
useful  and  profitable  industry,  and  though 
reduced  to  comparative  insignificance  by 
the  side  of  the  mammoth  factories  of  to¬ 
day,  thay  should  not  be  forgotten  in  a 
resume  of  the  industries  of  our  town. 
They  stand  upon  and  are  rui  by  the 
same  stream  which  moves  the  busy  wheels 
of  Messrs.  Oakes  and  Davey  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  and  Stitt  and  Duncan  of  Franklin. 


The  Montclair  Depot. 

The  long  promised  new  depot  at  the 
terminus  of  the  Bloomfield  branch  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  AYestern 
Railroad,  at  Montclair,  is  now  w  ell  under 
w  ay  and  will  be  completed  in  a  few  weeks. 
The  plans  have  been  somewhat  changed 
in  ordeiHo  have  the  dejmt  in  a  gin  id  loca¬ 
tion  for  continuing  the  road  to  Morris¬ 
town.  Tlie  new  structure  is  lieing  built 
of  Trenton  pressed  brick  with  blue  stone 
trimmings. 

The  entire  length  of  the  building  w  ill 
lie  108  feet  by  20  feet  wide.  It  will  have 
but  one  story  which  in  the  main  will  be 
twenty -one  feet  high,  and  have  a  gable 
front  and  real’  with  ornamental  chimneys 
at  either  end  of  forty  feet  in  bight. 
There  will  be  a  general  waiting  room  fifty 
feet  long  by  twenty  wide,  two  toilet  rooms 
and  baggage  and  express  offices.  The 
ticket  office  w^ill  lie  in  the  shape  of  a  dou¬ 
ble  bay  window  extending  on  the  plat¬ 
form  and  into  the  waiting  room.  The 
platform  will  be  ten  feet  wide  ou  either 
side  and  have  a  length  of  500  feet  all  of 
which  will  lie  covered  with  sheds. 

A  new  freight  house,  twenty  by  sixty 
feet  with  a  sixteen  foot,  platform  at  each 
end,  is  now  neafly  completed  on  Bloom 
field  Avenue.  After  the  dejKit  and  other 
buildings  are  finished  the  grounds  will 
be  tastefully  decorated  with  shrubbery 
and  flowers.

Pier  spoke  of  the  work  and  influ¬ 
ence  of  reformed  men,  and  tlie  Christian 
Temperance  AYomen  who  had  donA  such 
great  service  by  their  import  unate  spray¬ 
ers  and  untiling  efforts  against  the  evils 
of  intemperance.  He  asked  all  to  unite 
with  one  accord  to  drive  out  the  gi’eat  foe 
of  humanity  and  religion. 

Air.  J.  N.  Baldwin  said  he  was  more 
>tlion  ever  convinced  that  nothing  sfcort  of 
thorough  measures  would  answer  against 
intemperance.  The  ruin  and  havoc  made 
by  rum  and  the  nun-shops  was  too  great 
to  be  overpome  by  conservative  methods. 

Palliatives  were  of  as  little  effect  ifi  keep¬ 
ing  down  the  evils  of  the  nunsliDps  as 
cutting  off  the  tops  of  weeds  in  a  garden. 
Tlie  true  way  was  to  root  them  out—  sup¬ 
press  them  all.  When  Israel  would  wor- 
sliip  the  golden  calf,  Aaron  indulged 
them,  but  Moses  was  a  radical  against 
idolatry’  and  utterly  destroyed  their  idol. 
He  recollected  when  Bloomfield  had  a 
Presbyterian  minister  who  was  radically 
opposed  to  rumselling  and  rumdrfaiking. 
A  Ik  >u  t  thirty  years  ago  Rev.  George  Duf- 
field  was  a  leader  in  the  temperance 
w<  >rk  in  Bloomfield.  He  preached  against 
intemperance  frequently  and  waote  both 
prose  and  poetry  against  it.  He  once 
wrote  a  poem  w’hich  w  as  printed  and 
sent  to  every’  voter,  the  result  of  which 
was  to  greatly  strengthen  the  opposition 
to  granting  licenses.  By  such  means 
Bloomfield  in  those  days  w  as  kept  from 
the  curse  of  rumshops.  If  the  ministers 
now  would  preach  earnestly  and  frequent¬ 
ly.  on  the  subject  it  would  keep  the  people 
awake  on  this  important  question.  Once 
nj  month  or  oftener  was  not  too  frequent 
for  the  present  emergency.  The  people 
also  should  pray  and  watch,  and  #ct  with 
vigor.  Bloomfield  might  then  be  brought 
back  to  something  of  its  former  position 
in  regard  to  freedom  from  rumshops  and 
their  train  of  evil  and  crime.
